My diagnosis of the situation is that Leonard 
will have the most votes as cast. The Foster peo- 
ple have, through Gov. Nicholls, the election ma- 
chinery in the country parishes, and, having re- 
fused representation at the polls to the Republic- 
anus and in most’ cases to the McEnery people, will 
arbitrarily return a majority of the votes for Fos- 
ter and his State ticket. So much for the re- 
turas on their face. The Governor, Attorney- 
General, and Secretary of State constitute the 
State Canvassing Board. The latter is a McEp- 
ery man. This promulgates the returns. It re- 
mains to be seen how far he will go in this direc- 
tion. 

The McEnery people andthe Republicans will 
have a majority of the Legislature unless the re- 
turning board and canvassing board deter- 
mine to disregard all semblance of 
law and justice. Under the Constitu- 
tion the Legislature bas the power to finally 
canvass the returns and declare who is elected 
Governor and Lieutenant-Governor. If the Mo- 
Enery people have a majority of the Legis- 
lature as finally promulgated by the Secretary of 
State they can declare either Leonard or Mo- 
Enerty to have received a majority of the votes 
cast and to have been duly elected. The Legis- 
latare converes in May, so that the fina) outcome 
may not be fully determined till then. 

Since Friday last the colored people of several 
parishes have been intimidated, and the purpose 
of the Foster people to carry the election with 
the election machinery at hand by high-handed 
measures has been evident.

When a man gets a livelihood he 
wants a competency; when he gets that he 
wants a superfluity ; ; when he gets that he 
wants more.’ 

The Rev, Dr. Talmage paused and swung 
his hands around like the sweeps of a wind- 
mill. Continuing, he said: 

When we see a man down in the ditch 
many of us say, I'd pull you out if I didn’t 
have on my best clothes.’ When we have 550 
faults ourselyes we can afford to let our 
neighbors have one. We spend ali our time 
scouring other people's low-lands. Some 
people say: ‘ Look at the good old days. Look 
at the fri htful bonnets the ladies wear now- 
adays.’ Why,.they don’t compare with the 
coal, scuttles the women used to wear.
